In his report to the council Dr. Crosby

thia was due to the war .condition* 
which still obtained. Dr. Crosby added 
that the principal cause of poor tele- 
phono service was the fact that fully 
one-third of the employees of tho tele- 
phone companies were afflicted with In- 
fluenza and as a result the service waa 
In. the hands of inexperienced help. 


According to Dr. Crosby the Oakland 


hospitals can at present care for 100 
Influenza patients. Those sent to these 
Institutions will be persons too poor to 
pay for the necessary medical attention.

Sons pottery in "West Alameda, de- 
stroyed by flre in July, 1917, is .to. be 
rebuilt soon. Plans for the new factory 
were adopted immediately after the de- 
structive flre which put the huge plant 
out of .business. 
But the war first 


forced building prices to a prohibitive 
figure. 
Then the government stepped 
in and ruled that a pottery plant was 
a. non-essential war industry and would 
neither permit1 the immediate 
recon- 
struction of tliB plant, or ehe operation 
of the. plant, if ways were devised for 
resuming manufacturing. 
Prices of building material are drop- 
pins rapidly, so rapidly, in fact, that 
permanent 
quotations 
are 
not now 


given on large orders. 
Tt is expected 
that within the sixty days lumber prices 
will be stabilized at a price which will 
greatly boom building. The pottery will 
then be reconstructed and business re- 
sumed. 


The flre caused a million dollar loss 
to N. Clark & Sons, tho pottery being 
one of the largest on the coast.

hundred men were employed.

Plant operates a large terra cotta fac- 
tory, turning out exceptionally high- 
grade artistic ornamental terra cotta 
building wares.
